Will Co-ordinate and Promote 

Athletic and Other Activities 

In Town and District 

The Vulcan and District Cultural 
and Athletic Association was 
formed at a meeting in the Cana¬ 
dian Legion rotunda Wednesda> 
evening, April 23rd. In the absence 
of Dr. G. M. Carson, J. M. Jamison 
acted as committee chairman and 
J. L. Findlay acted as secretary: 

Considerable discussion took 
place on whether or not the Asso¬ 
ciation should embrace cultural as 
well as athletic activities and it 
was finally decided that the Asso¬ 
ciation should promote and en¬ 
courage both, rather than concen¬ 
trate on athletic activities. 

Aims and Objects 

The thirty some persons present 
were mostly delegates of various 
lodges and clubs in the town, and 
it was decided by motion that only 
such authorized delegates have 
power to vote at meetings of the 
Association. An outline of the aims 
and purpose of the Association, as 
follows, was endorsed by the meet¬ 
ing and the executive was named 
as a committee to prepare a con¬ 
stitution for presentation at the 
next meeting. 

Aims— 

1. To co-ordinate, finance and 
promote all sports, cultural and 
athletic activities' for organiza¬ 
tions and individuals-of Vulcan and 
district applying for such help or 
participation. Emphasis to be 
placed on promotion of children’s 
and young people’s activities. 

2. To promote a better class of 
sports and sportsmanship. 

3. To prevent overlapping on 
equipment, dates, schedules, etc. 

4. To promote better health. 

5. To promote leadership and 
leaders. 

Organization— 

1. Central executive of ten, com¬ 
posed of the president, vice-presi¬ 
dent, 2nd vice-president, secretary, 
treasurer and a finance commit¬ 
tee of five. 

2. Each phase of activity to be 
' under a director, with as large a 

group working under him as de¬ 
sired; the director only to deal 
with the central committee. 

3. The Central Executive only 
to vote on all money matters. 

4. Public meetings to be held 
quarterly to plan activities for the 
next season. 

5. The central executive to meet 
monthly at a date to be set by 
that group, with the president or 
vice-president and secretary hav¬ 
ing power to call a special meeting 
of the executive at any time. ~ 

6. The board of directors, com¬ 
prising the directors of all activi¬ 
ties, to vote on all except money 
matters. 

Equipment— 

The Association to purchase and 
control all equipment, which will 
remain the property of the Asso¬ 
ciation at all times.

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IMMIGRATION 


I3RHGADIER General Hornby has long been an ad- 
vocate of immigration plans for Canada, and a re¬ 
cent pamphlet by him advances substantial argu¬ 
ments for admitting new settlers. In one chapter he 
says that it has been made, clear by the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment that new immigrants will not be directed to 
provinces in which the governments do not w.sh to 
receive them. 

That is good news, if faithfully observed. It has 
been evident that plans for new settlers seem to in¬ 
volve mainly settlement in western Canada. Govern¬ 
ment ministers in urging need of more settlers state 
that the great majority of these should be placeo 
west of the Great lakes. This has been the policy fol¬ 
lowed by the senior government since the beginning 
of this century. They blithely invite European immi¬ 
gration, and then pass it on.to the western provinces 
for assimilation and Canadianization. 

What has never been stressed sufficiently is that 
this policy of introducing large scale non-English- 
speakvng immigrants into western Canada has im¬ 
posed a tremendous responsibility on western prov¬ 
inces. The school teachers of tjie west for the past 
thirty or forty years have* carried the main burden 
of Canadianization. This contribution which has 
been made to Canada by the school teachers of the 
west should be publicly acknowledged in the House 
of Commons. Their patient, often discouraging labor, 


perhaps in uncongenial surroundings, has Canadian- 
i/td none too promising elements of our society in 
the space of one generation. Our western Universi- 
t es give proof of the urge for advancement which is 
firing young people from so-called “foreign” settle¬ 
ments. It is not the governments which have supplied 
the spark for this fire. It is the school teacher in 
daily association. 

And since the ultimate test of true citizenship 
Seems to be reckoned by response to call of war, the 
melting pot of Western Canada showed up outstand¬ 
ingly in the last war. The fact that Western Can- 
aua has be^n able to impregnate these non-English 
speaking peoples with Canadian ideas and ideals so 
soon is a minor miracle accomplished mainly by the 
underpaid school teacher and to lesser degree by the 
churches and by the friendliness of rural organ 
izations. I>oes Ottawa realize this, and do our pro¬ 
vincial governments? 

It is stated that the federal government will not 
place new settlers in provinces in which the govern¬ 
ments do not wish to receive them. This puts quite a 
responsibility on the provincial government. If the 
federal government is inclined to admit special sects 
and communal groups into Canada, what'will be the 
attitude of the Alberts government Surely exper¬ 
ience will prompt'Alberta to firm refusal of -any 
such settlement. In fact Alberta’s experience in this 
respect should be a guide to the federal government 
in regard to any such future admittance. 

Again there are questions of health and adapta¬ 
bility which the Alberta government must keep in 
mind. Wasn’t it in the twenties that there was pro¬ 
test against further imm’gration into Alberta on the 
ground that our mental hospitals were being over¬ 
crowded with new coming settlers who could not ad¬ 
just themselves to this country? And another angle 
which presented itself during depression years was 
the relative ability of different races to fend for 
themselves. 

Stamina, adaptability, assimilability, high stand¬ 
ards of health, are questions which must be consid¬ 
ered in welcoming new settlement, The Alberta gov¬ 
ernment must have much data on hand which can 
serve as a rough guide in accepting its quota of new 
immigrants. It is this province which will have the 
responsibility of Canadianization.

Many people are convinced that 
as a world power Britain is sunk, 
but at various periods in her 
rough island story, some even of 
her own wisest men including 
Wm. Pitt and the Duke of Wel¬ 
lington, thought the same. She is 
in dire straits just at present; so 
too would the United States of 
America if they had gone through 
two such gruelling wars from 
start to finish in the course of 
three decades. But she is not fin¬ 
ished.

Down on The Farm

Spring once more is around the 
rnrner and_ farmers are preparing 
to plant their ciops.

With acres un- 
i'er water, changes in government 
policy are recommended in price 
increases in oats, barley and flax 
and shortages of some seed grain.

The farm grouo received 
vtabli -at on in prices of their pro¬ 
ducts with favor when long torn* 
contracts were negotiated by the 
government. With controls being 
1 ; “t“H and sharp increases in pro¬ 
duction costs it s inevitable that 
pressur? must be used to secure 
enultahle price returns. Without 
c mtrols the vicious cycle will 
again he in ope rat on. 

V’lth increased prices foh oats 
and ha r ev it is doubtful that hog 
nrodiKt'on wi’l be increased ex¬ 
tensively this year. The elimination 
of th" drawback to the feeder at 
t v e end of this crop year will put 
the producers of feed grains who

Deer Hunting 
With Trucks 

A story in the Albertan tells of 
the transfer of deer from, the Pin- 
cher Creek area to Olds. In this 
movement Ralph Sicotte, president 
ol the Olds branch of Fish and 
Game, and formerly of High River 
played a leading part. 

Back in January Game Warden 
Thompson of Olds suggested -a 
plan of moving the deer to Mr. Si¬ 
cotte, who enlisted the interest of 
other Olds sportsmen. 

With permission of the Alberta 
Game Commissioner, Mr. Sicotte 
set about organizing a party of 
deer hunters, with co-operation 
from Pincher Creek game wardens. 
^ The. first attempt was a failure. 
They spent 5 days in building cor¬ 
rals and inventing lures, and stalk¬ 
ing deer but the deer refused to 
be lured because a spell of mild 
weather had set in. 

But round Feb. 21 the weather¬ 
man co-operated with colder wea- 
ther, and the Olds sportsmen got 
word that two loads of deer bad 
been trapped in Pincher Creek cor¬ 
rals. So the big expedition was on, 
and to date there have been 154 
deer transported by special truck 
from the Pincher Creek area to 
central Alberta. These include 19 
bucks, 49 fawn and 88 does, almost 
all mule deer. They wire -fed for 
several days before being liberated 
Pome were released in Carstairs 
district, some round Didshury and 
the majority round Olds. A number 
ol business men and farmers spon¬ 
sored “the project. Movies of the 
expedition were taken, and quite a 
number of the deer appear to have 
become pets in the farm area.
